1 Beginning way back in the ages 
Ist Generation ores Grade ana Rake when 
everything on the farm was done by hand and back 
work, Dad started farming with Mr. Greenlee, a 
pioneer farmer of old reliable Scotch parents. 

In those days land of course was cheap, but money 
was scarcer than hens’ teeth and crops very poor on 
account of inferior seed and lack of proper cultiva-
